The older’.text ‘book «in spelling at- 
tempted to teach every word the child 
would need or meet.- The individual 
reaching the.‘higher’ grades has a 
command of from.twenty to twenty 
fiye thousand words.” The new course 
points out the’ impossibility of teach- 
ing more| than: four hundred words in 
the course’of the year. Thus the first 
phase of the problem is made clear: 
the child must. learn. without direct 
teaching many more words than the 
school can teach him; and therefore 
the problem before the school is to 
develop in the child “an ideal of ex- 
act spelling that vill induce him to 
take charge of his own spelling.” 

Further examination of the words 
needed and used by) the average in- 
dividual shows that the great major- 
ily of the words (twenty thousand or 
so) are ‘“passive’---understood, but 
seldom or ever used. There is a wide 
difference between the “readings vo- 
cabulary” and the ‘writing vocabu- 
lary", The child recognizes and un- 
derstands many words that he does 
not use when spelling or writing. 

The writing vocabulary then is the 
one.to which special attention must pe 
given. The problem is thereby attack- 
ed in two ‘directions. In the first 
place attention is concentrated upon 
the words of immediate and greatest 
practical value—words. which: the boy 
or girl would use in writing letters to 
parents or friends. The work being 
thus narrowed in scope a high percen- 
tage of accuracy igs expected and at- 
tained—the child sees and approaches | —~——— 
the ideal of “not making mistakes.”

Throughout the course lists of 
Sords—absurdly simple to the doughty 
champions of the old time — spelling 
match—are put forward as ‘the miu 
mum. — perfection being required of 
every child. Around . this list are 
grouped others consisting of words 
spontaneously used .by the children 
and containing all the common words 
frequently misspelled.. Gone--let -us 
hope for ever—are the old lists of in- 
tricate and unusual words that form- 
ed the “assignments”. of past lessons.

stinct’ to be methodical. in all things, 
and parlly through the necessity: for, 
reasonable ;economy, His Mueicaty’s 


astute, good management, consistent 
With royal’ dignity—in marked, con- 
trast to the-muddle of’ “the good old 
days”. when. kings were constantly 
inyolved in a- quagmire of debt, and 
often resorted: to very dubious ‘prac: 
tices- to méot financial stringency. 
‘\ There ig no secret about the king's 
income: It is controlled and fixed by 
parliament, and amounts, xaughly, to 
four hundred thousand’ pounds per 
annum. There are ‘other sources, in- 
deed, of Fy private nature, partly from 
the fortune, left ‘by Queen Victoria, 
and which was distributed among her 
immediate family. Royal wills ure 
“sealed” when deposited for probate 
at Somerset’ House, but it is: believed 
that her late majesty left about $10,- 
000,000. -A. certain proportion of this 
was invested for the benefit of the 
present monarch, ! 

There are three small rooms in 
Buckingham palace Known as “the 
Offices.” ‘They are furnished plainly, 
but substantially, with light oak. desks 
three typewriters, safe and indeed all 
the apparatus of a modern business 
office. 

It was in the first year of the ac- 
cession of King Edward that. these 
offices .cume’ into being upon the 


_| suggestion of Sir Ernest. Cassell, who 


had embarked upon the somowhat 
difficult task of ‘st rulghtening out the 
personal affairs of His Majesty. Sir 
Ernest found that the old system of 
dealing with the royale accounts was 
highly unsatisfactory. Prior to -thi8, 
they were dealt with in a small room 
in St. James’ palace, now. part of the 
lord chamberlain’s department. . 

In considering the financial organk 
zation that deals -with His Majesty's 
income, we’ have to remember that 
the king has a public and a private 


-| purse.’ The keeper of the privy purse 


ig a’relic of the day when the sover- 
eign’s charities (largesse) was dis- 
tributed‘ by an individual who ‘farmed’ 
out the privilege to a very good pur- 
pose. For generations the monarch 
knew nothing about the state of this 
privy, purse, except that it was. gener- 
aly in a low condition. Through the 
exertions, of; thé Prince Consort, the 
great reformer of royal “household 
finances, a drastic change was brought 
bout in the maitagement of the in- 
come of the sovereign, ” 

In the “office” of ‘Buckingham pal- 
ace is a staff of about seven people; 
the “keeper of the privy purse; the 
comptroller of the household and a 
The former official 
handles ‘the King’s private charities 
and accounts; the latter ig responsi- 
ble for the complex business of ad- 
justing. the bills incurred to the? royal 
warrant holders and generally. “run- 
ning” his majesty’s household. 

The first of: these rooms, gverlook- 
ing the beautiul grounds of the palace 
is where His Majesty’s correspon: 
dence is deait with. Opaning out. of 
it is the private post office—installed 


{at the palace in the latter, years of 


Queen Victoria. . Each morning tho 
correspondence is sorted out, that of 
a personal nature arriving in a sealed 
Corrospondence with members 
of foreign reigning families used to 
be very heavy; Queen Vectoria wrote 
every week to «ll her German reia- 
tives.. Today, naturally, such corres; 
pondence is very shrunken. 

Many letters arrive for the King 
written. by cranks and even lunatics. 
grievance

The payments &t accounts is a mat- 
ter of monthly routine, no bills run 
for longer, and in certain instances 
a cash payment: igs made to secure 
more favorable ‘terms.

throne. He himself went through 
the household bills, and noted that 
no discounts were!/allowed.\ He’ pres- 
sed the point upon his-comtroiler, and 
eventually the’ “astaundins — innova- 
tion” (as, Queen Victoria termed the 
idea of a monarch examining the bills) 
was carried through. 

A visit to the ‘counting house’ in 
Buckingham palace during «the morn- 
ing reveals a busy scene. It’ is a 
case of “strictly business”. and redalls 
a remark made by Lord ‘Rothchild 
concerning the King/ when :Prince of 
Wales. His Highness took «keen 
interest in the finances of the London 
hospitals and many “suiggestlons were 
made by him whereby economy 
might he! effected, “Your Highness 
would have mada ‘a great finaneial 
nan if you liad been: born Jin a hum-} 
bler rank,” said the banker. 

The King personally spends some 
time each morning in his '“eouting 
house’) signing cheques of a private!

There never hag beeti before in his- 
tory the spectacle of a monarch and 
his consort working togethar in their 
office and that ‘office’ situate ia the 
heart cf the palace. 


It is only by comparing roya) life 
today with the amazin: and emnber- 
some ceremonial of the past, that we 
can realize what a mirvellous change 
has come over palace life. 


When Queen Victoria came to the 
throne she had her wine tester and 
food tester, both high.y important of- 
ficials, who drew an annual s vary of 
five hundred pounds, and wid. practic: 
ally all the purchasing of food and 
drink—greatly to their own. profit.

As the 
son of the illustrious family from 
which Lake Como takes its name, 
his heritage of rich traditions date 
back to the year 1200, 

Coming to Canada in 1900, he 
purchased large tracts of land in 
Alberta, and with a keen apprecia- 
tion of our ‘broad prairies, decided 
to adopt Canada as his home and at 
once set. about to learn how to farm 
in the new West.
